ENGLISH SUMMARY. 


The last mail: Cegane files of English 
papers to the Need dey The news has, 
however, been chiefly anticipated by the 
magnetic telegray . Itis already known 
-that the Earliof Derby bas undertaken 
the task of consteucting a Tory Ministry. 
His: first step s to meet a number of 
his principal éupporters and inform them 
that both at the $uggestion of Her Ma. 
jesty and in ico pliance with his own 
view of the necessities of his position, he 
proposed to offer *high office to several 
members of tlie Whig party, and even to 
certain membérs pf Lord Russell’s Gov- 
ernment. He shguld, therefore, hav¢ to 
ask from his dwn{supporters a sacrifice of 
their just pretensions. In'some are it 
might be necessafy that they should alto- 
gether resign the 
others they woujd have to accept oflires 
of lower rank than those to which they 
might reasonably have aspired. It ig gta- 
ted that the members present cheerfully 
assented to the tetms thus proposed for 
the formation of a’strong Administration: 
Lord Derby’s bveftures to the Whig far- 
ty were not, liowgver, favorably respon. 
ded to, and he wag forced to look amongst 
the ranks of the Tory party for material 
out of which to gonstract his Ministry. 
When Lord Russbll placed his resigna- 
tion in the hands 6f the Queen, Her Ma- 

jesty told him very plainly that he 'was 
taking a step bade justified by cireum- 

stances, as he had been beaten upon a 


_mere point of devil, and intimated that it 


was not the time for a Ministry to deliter 
up the reins of gayernment when all Ev- 
rope was ina ptate of political convulsion. 
Russell was inexorable, however; the 
resignation wos atcepted, and the Tories 
came in ; yet the hesitancy of their leader, 
the futile attamptito draw around him the 
prominent meinbérs of the late Govern- 
ment, and his gingerly policy thrboghout, 
all go to show tliat the Whig Ministry 
retaived the confidence of Parliament and 
of the nation; Failing to induce apy of:
